Five of the six diamond rings stolen by 
Dr. R. H. Thomas, for which he is now 
serving a term in the penitentiary, have 
been recovered. They are all in the pos- 
session of Davis & Freeman, the White- 
hall street jewelers, who own three of 


them. 

The diamonds were recovered yester- 
day morning at Athens, Ga., where Mrs. 
thomas and her mother, Mrs. Dr. Fos- 
ter. are now residing. 

The recovery was made by Eugene 
slack, of the firm of Black & Jackson, 
attorneys, who went to Athens yesterday 
for the purpose. 

Mr. Black recovered three solitaire dia- 
mond rings, which are the property of 
Davis & Freeman, and one solitaire dia- 
mond ring and one three-diamond ring, 
the lwo latter being the property of the 
Calhoun Jewelry Company, of Birming- 
One of the rings stolen from 
the Birmingham firm by Taomas is miss- 


| ing. 


The rings were brought to Atlanta yes- 
terday afternoon by Mr. Black and they 
were placed in the safe of Davis & Fiee- 
man last night. 

The jewelry was received from Mrs. 
Thomas, the wife of the man who stole 


them. 
A very peculiar circumstance connected 


‘with the recovery is that the package 


which contained the rings was mailed 
to Mrs. Thomas from Atlanta. She had 
previously received several! letters relat- 
ing to the subject, all of them havit&tg 
been mailed from Atlanta. Mrs. Thomas 
statcd to Attorney Black that she be- 
lieved she recognized the handwriting, 
‘but had no positive knowledge of the 
writcr, as all of the letters were signed 
with fictitious names. 
Saw the Postmarks. 

Mr. Black saw the postmarks on these 
letters and on the package which con- 
tained the jewelry. Mr. Black, it is 
stated. is confident of the innocence of 


| Mrs. Thomas and he has so stated to Mr. 


Davis. 

The circumstances surrounding the re- 
covery of the rings are peculiar. 

Tuesday afternoon Chief of Police Ball 
received a telephone message from a gen- 
tleman of Athens, who stated that the 
rings which had been stolen from Davis 
& Freeman and other jewels stolen by 
Dr. Thomas were in the possession of 
Mrs. Dr. Foster, the mother In law of 
Thomas, she being in Athens. Chief Ball 


either falled to understand the name of 


the gentieman or he did not give it. At 
any rate, the chief of police could not 
give the name of the Athens man to 
Mr. Davis, of Davis & Freeman, whom 
he tnformed of the ijocation of the jew- 
elry. 

Mr. Davis at once went to the office of 
Black & Jackson and informed Mr. Black 
of the statement of Chief of Police Ball. 
Mr. Black decided to call up Frank 
Shackelford, of Athens, who had been 
his classmate at college, and have the 
matter investigate’. Over the telephone 
Mr. Black learned that it was Mr. Shack- 
leford who had tejephoned Chief Ball.

Has Been Hiccoughing Constantly 
Since Last Friday Night—Med- 
ical Science Has Failed To 
Relieve Him — Many 
Remedies Applied. 


Edwin R. Walrace is lying at his moth 
er’s home, No. 32 East Cain street, in a 
dying condition from an attack of hic- 
coughs. 

For a week he has been hiccoughing 
and nothing that medical science can 
suggest has afforded him any relief. 
Such attacks are not unknown to phy- 
Sicians, but it is difficult to diagnose the 
cause. 

The case of Edwin Wallace is a re- 
markabile one In many respects. On Jan- 
uary 1 he underwent an operation for 


appendicitis and after recovering from 


that he was attacked with malarial fever 
and chills. 

His physician brought him through 
that trouble and it was thought the 
young man would soon be perfectiy well 
and sound again. Then came the strangg 
attack of hiccoughs. Day after day the 
malady continued and he grew weak un- 
der the nervous strain. Finally he nad to 
take to his bed and is now a very ill 
man. Unless the hiccoughing is stopped 
he will die. 

Last night Wallace was sligntly bet- 
ter, but the hiccoughs had not been stop- 
ped. 

When he was first attacked he tried 
the ordinary remedies for hiccoughs, 
such as sugar and water and holding 
the breath, but they failed. He coul¢ 
not sleep and lost his appetite. His phy: 
siclan, Dr. W. 1. Nicolson, was sommon- 
ed and he administered such remedies as 
medical science prescribes for such at- 
tacks, but nothing gave tne patient any 
reliet. 

An Operation Was Performed. 

On the first day of this year Wallace 
became ill and Dr. Nicolsdh ascertained 
that he had appendicitis and an opera- 
tion became necessary. It was success- 
ful and Wallace was soon well again. 
About three weeks ago he became ili 
and was treated for malaria. A second 
time his physician brought him through, 
Last Friday thé hiccougits came on and 
he has grown steadily worse. 

When asked about the case last night, 
Dr. Nicolson stated that he could not 
say what had caused the hiccoughs. 

“The attack has continue@ incessantly 
for nearly a week,”’ stated the physician, 
“and while the patient has been relieved 
at times and is now sume better, the hic- 
coughs have not been checked.’’ 

Wallace is thirty years of age and its 
a single man. He is the son of Mrs. J. 
IL. Cox, who resides on East Cain street. 
On account of his health hé has not been 
in business for some time. 

The medical fraternity will watch the 
case with considerable mMterest.

OCMULGEE RACES: 
DAMAGE AT MACON 


Houses Along’ ‘the River Have 
been Inundated, 


Household Goods of All Kinds Float- 
ing Down the Stream—No Loss 
of Life Reported—River Still, 
Rising at Midnight—Bul- 
letin of Weather. 


By E. C. Bruffey. 

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga‘, February 11.—(Special.)— 
The freshet of 190, a freshet. which 
wrought destruction along both banks of 
the Ocmulgee from Macon down to its 
confluence with the Oconee, was dupli- 
cated here tonight. 

In 1892 the muddy waters of the river 
reached 22.6 feet at this point, and at 
midnight tonight those figures had been 
marked again, while the river was still 
rising, with no prospect of an early fall. 

Rain came down in\torrents through- 
out this Section all day long Tuesday 
and during the night there was no lIet- 
up. At times It appeared as though the 
clouds were being squeezed by some 
mighty pressure which forced from them 
every drop of moisture. It was an ugly, 
cloudy, dismal day, while the hours of 
the night were black from the dense fall 
of rain, as well as from the dark clouds 
overhead. 

Warning from Weather Bureau. 

Local weather prophets were free in 
predictions of a rapid rise of the Oc- 
mulgee, and these predictions were borne 
out by Observer Weeks, of the Macon 
bureau. Shortly after noon the observer 
informed the people south of Macon of 
an impending flood. points along’ the 
Oconee, the Ocmulgee and the Altahama 
being notified by wire and by letter. The 
observer's bulletin read: 

“Should the heavy rains continue to- 
night or come again Wednesday morn- 
ing in upper districts communication by 
mail will doubtless be interrupted from 
Macon to most points below. Stock 
should be cleared from lowlands and 
preparations made to care for. movable 
property if necessary. Freshet passed 
Macon Monday morning with a stage of 
21.2 feet, but {ft will be increased and 
hastened should the heavy rains be con- 
tinued for the next twenty-four hours.”’ 

When that bulletin was issued rain 
was coming down like it did in Noah’s 
day, and early this morning the result 
was observable by those who stood along 
the river banks. The rise continued 
Slowly but gradually throughout the 
day, and when midnight came around 
the high water mark had been reached. 

The river is still rising, and according 
to Forecaster Weeks the rise ‘may con- 
tinue during the night and morning 
hours.

Seven Cars and an Engine Collide on 


Trestle, All Going Through It.

Mrs. Newton 
was an extremely nervous woman, and 
three or four days had 
been very much depressed. Mr. Newton 
dia not possess a pistol, and had no idea 
that such a weapon was in his house. 
Where his wife secured it, and how well 
she concealed it, will perhaps remain a 
mystery. 

Mrs. Newton leaves a husband and six 
little children. She was popular and a 
most highly esteemed young woman, and 
her death ts a terrible shock to her many 
friends,

Editor Constitution: An article in your 
issue of January 31, headed, “Decline of 
the New Woman," has just come to my 
notice.

but gives one some conception of the 
almost inconceivability of the bounds of 
mathematical enumeration.

A light T rail is laid between the rails. 
The joints of this third rail are connect- 
ed so as to form a continuous electrical 
conductor. Midway under the engine is 
hung an electrical apparatus connected 
with a contact shoe which slides along 
the third rail and by wires with a tele- 
phone and an electri¢ alarm bell in the 
cab, also with a red incandescent lamp 
which is lighted by the same impulse 
that rings the alarm bell. The device 
sets the electric brakes simultaneously 
with the alarm. . The apparatus is so 
adjusted that the engineer can at any 
minute by touching a lever satisfy him- 
self that it is working. 

Tests were conducted on the main line 
from Frankfort to Hanaw between the 
stations of Sachsenhausen and Goldsteen. 
Locomotives 280 and 1420 had  ~»been 
equipped with the new device. Engine 
290, drawing a special train and ap- 
proaching Sachsenhausen at full speed, 
received a danger signal and came to a 
full stop. The engineer then asked by 
telephone the cause of the signal and 
received from the keeper of a grade 
crossing, half a mile in front, word that 
a wagon had broken down in crossing 
the track and obscructed the line. After 
ten minutes’ wait the engineer received 
word by telephone that the obstruction 
had been cleared away and resumed his 
trip. 

Another Test. ~~ 

A mile farther on the signal again 
sounded and the engineer was informed 
by telephone as before that the sema- 
phore round a curve and more than half 
a mile distant was set at “halt.’’ There- 
upon engine 290 slowed down and pro- 
ceeded cautiously, sunnding its whistles 
at short intervals, the telephone bell in 
the cab ringing continuously until the 
curve was rounded, when the ringing 
ceased, notifying the engineer that the 
semaphore had changed to “track clear.’’ 

In the tests to prevent collision engine 
No. 1420 came up rapidly from behind 
and on the same track as No. 290. which 
had siowed own and was proceeding 
cautiously in consequence of reported 
danger in front.

1420 came within 1,000 yards of No. 290 
the signal on both engines began to ring 
and their red lights to glow. Thereupon 
No. 1420 halted, the engineer inquired 
of No. 290 the cause of the alarm. ahd a 
complete understanding between the two 
was immediately established.

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CONGRESSMAN HARDWICK 
AT THE NATIONAL CAPITAL 


HARDWICK, of the tenth district, 

who will succeed Congressman, W. 
H. Fleming, of Augusta, is in the city 
on his way home from Washington, 
where’ he has spent the last week or 
ten days watching and studying the 
May of things at the national capital. 
Mr. Hardwick will be here for several 
davs conducting a case before the su- 
preme court before returning to his home 
at Sandersville. 
Being the new member from Georgia, 
Mr. Hardwick was naturally much in- 
terested in the proceedings of the house 
especially, and he spent practically his 
whole time there while congress was in 
Session.

WATER BOARD 
WILL INSPECT 


Members To Visit Site of 
New Reservoir This 
Morning. 


TWO PUMPING STATIONS 
ALSO TO BE VISITED 


Mayor Will Accompany Water De- 
partment Officials—Dinner Will 
Be Served at the River Sta- 
tion—Need of New Res- 
ervoir Badly Felt. 


The board of water commissioners, ac- 
companied by Mayor Howell and several 
of the officials of the department, will 
this morning visit the Hemphill and river 
pumping stations of the system and the 
land upon which the new reservoir is to 
be located, for the purpose of making an 
inspection. 

It has already been fully determined 
that the purchase will be made and 
it will be accomplished In the manner 
that was first outlined in The Constitu- 


tion. 

The officials of the municipality were 
prevented from purchasing direct from 
Cc. W. Hunnicutt, the owner of the prop- 
erty, paying him in installments covering 
a period of four years, because of the 
fact that if for any reason the property 
passed to his heirs they would not be 
bound to the terms of the sale made by 
Mr. Hunnicutt. 

It was therefore determined to finance 
the sale through some bank or a trust 
company. The chairman of council's 
finance committee undertook to do this, 
and it is stated that he has made ar- 
rangements with the Title Guarantee and 
Trust Company by which that corpora- 
tion purchases the property and holds 
it for the city until it has been fully 
paid for. The Title Guarantee and Trust 
Company, it is said, wili receive 5 per 
cent per annum upon its money. 

The land that will be purchased has 
an area of 60 acres and it is being pur- 
chased for $600 per acre. This is thought 
by some to be an excessive price. It is 
a fact, however, that property near the 
site of the new reservoir recently sold 
for $1,400 an acre, and a portion of the 
land that is to be purchased from Mr. 
Hunnicutt is valued by real estate men 
at $1,000 an acre. There are other por- 
tions, particularly a large natural basin, 
that is valued at $200 an acre. ic. 
believed by the city authorities that $600 
an acre is a fair price for the entire 60 
acres, making the purchase price $36,000.

City Engineer Clayton has estimated 
that to excavate for a new 30-acre reser- 
voir on a perfectly level piece of ground 
would cost something like $225,000 for 
the grading alone. 

He has estimated that to prepare for 
reservoir purposes the land that is to be 
purchased from Mr. Funnfcutt $50,000 will 
be required. 

By reason of the work that nature has 
aiready done on the proposed new reser- 
voir the municipality is saving money in 
buying the property, even at $600 an 
acre.

It is impossibie to pump 
the Chattahoochee during rain storms, 
because of the fact that it is a very 
muddy stream and the sand and silt clogs 
the valves and wears the delicate 
parts of the engines at the river station. 

For ten years silt and sand and mud 
and sticks have been going into the res- 
frvolr and it has never been cleaned. No 
one knows what has gone into the 
reservoir, either by accident or wilful 
design, and no one ever will know until 
it is cleaned out, because it is impossible 
to empty it, the reservolr being the 
water supply of the city.

Atlanta banker and a descendant 
of many distinguished Georgians, and is 
herself distinguished for her intense pa- 
triotism. 

Mrs. Peel was a charter member of the 
first chapter ef Daughters of the Ameri- 
can Revolution ever organized, the At- 
lanta chapter. She collected a list of up- 
ward of 5,000 Georgia soldiers, most of 
which had been consigned to oblivion 
and which list was pubished in- the 
Smithsonian report by the government, 
properly certified by the secretary of 
state. By this act of hers thousands of 
soldiers were put on record and hundreds 
of women enabled to join the Daughters 
of the American Revolution. For this 
great service Mrs. Peel was made hon- 
orary, State regent for life,. 

Mrs. Peel presented to the state the 
first volume of Géorgia archives, the 
work of a patriotic Daughter of the 
American Revolution of Pennsylvania, 
Miss Margaret B. Harvey. In February, 
190, Mrs. Peel organized the Joseph Hab- 
ersham chapter with fifteen members.

Washington, February, 11.—(Special.)—

No Word on Harris’ Death. 

The war d2partment is still without in- 
formation concerning the identity of Con- 
Stabulary Inspector Harris, of Georgia, 
who, according to the press dispatches 
from Manila, was killed in an encounter 
with ladrones on Sunday.

The reverse side of the picture is not 
so bright. We have not been able te 
buy new books or to replace the worn- 
Out ones, Neither have we been able 
to rebind as many volumes as we should 
have done. We have not been able to 
organize our work with the city schools 
and to interest «Mem and suppiy the 
books necessary for supplementary 
reading. Our attitude toward the reg- 
istration-of new members has been one 
of laisser faire, -and without actively 
working to increase our number of bor. 
rowers we have simply tried to supply 
those who came to us unsolicited. 
With all the figures and facts before 
us our prospects &re bright for the new 
year. With an increased appropriation 
we hope to equip and open our beautiful 
magazine room; aiso to keep the library 
open at night, and lastly to inaugurate 
a system of cooperation between the H- 
brary and the schools which will double 
Our membership during the coming year 
and enable us to do intelligent work in 
the community, thus fulfilling the aims 
of the modern library spirit.
